Mills exercise.-an overwhelming preponder- 
ance, At the close of June iyo2 there 
were working all over India ty2 mills 
tanning 5,006,y65 spindlesand 42,584 looms, 
employing a capital of +180 million of 
tupees and giving occupation to 181,031 
persons. Bombay claims about jo per 
cent of the mills and spindles, and “nearly 
fo per cent of the looms, The position 
of the industry, which at the close of last 
year was grave, has since somewhat im- 
proved, -and some of the spinning mills 
that intended to stop working from the 
ist of January, and others that thought 
of working short time, have for the 
moment abandoned the idea of so doing. 
The most noticeable feature in the industry, 
afiér the recent revival ‘of trae, is the 
spinning of the higher counts of yarn.

in Alexandria and parts of Asia, Bombay 
yarn is consumed, and thus the field might 
be further enlarged. lurther, there is the 
want of efficient management, This ‘has 
been a standing complaint against most of 
the mills. The employment. of unskilled 
labour and incompetent managers on small 
salaries is at the bottom of the mischief,
